Pasadena, Calif, (fi—Mariner 4 went through an intri­ 
cate maneuv er more than a million miles out in space 
Saturday and on command from earth fired a rocket de­ 
signed to driv e it within 8,600 miles of Mars nex t J uly 14. 
J et Propulsion Laboratory fcientifti said they were 
v ery optimistic, but cautioned tiiat It would be sev eral 
day s before they could tell ex actly how successful tiiey 
were in their atetmp^ to change the camera toting space­ 
craft’s direction. 


They said the windmill-shaped v ehicle apparently 
obey ed properly a set of commands to point its nose closer 
to Mars and fire a small rocket in its base. 
The ex pected 20-second burst would increase Its 7,019 
m.p.h. speed by 30 m.p.h.—a gentle nudge, Imt enough to 
change its direction from a course that would hav e 
missed Mars by 150,000 miles. 
Scientists said Mariner 4’s light sensor had regained 
its fix on the distant star Canopus, its celestial guidepost 
during the 7 -month v oy age.

Municipal Court Judge Rup- 
port Crittenden wiU arraign 
them at one time in the 3,000- 
seat Berkeley High School 
Community Theater. 
The univ ersity said the final 
check of arrest cards showed 
814 arrests. 
Fiv e professors called for 
the remov al of Dr. Edward

lor. A meeting of 1,000 faculty 
members adtourned without 
taking any action howev er. 
The Sproul Hall demonstra­ 
tion was blamed on alleged 
“trickery " by the univ ersity

The three lawmen and the other 18 Mis- 
tlssii^ians have not been convicted of the 
crimes for which they are charged. Under 
Mississippi justice there is no certainty that 
they will be. 
But if the F B I version of the crime is true, 
one of Ujo lawmen, the deputy sheriff, was a 
leading figure In a conspiracy to “ threaten, 
assault, sh(N>t and kUl“ the two young white 
men and a Negro who had been tovestigating 
a church burning near Philadelphia, a town of 
some 6 ,000 population in rural northeastern 
Mississif^i. 
The deputy, Cecil Price, 27, allegedly 
stopped the three civil rights workers on a 
trumped-up speeding charge. After about six 
hours, according to plan, they were released 
and then were intercepted by Price and nine 
of the other defendants as the three drove 
away from the town. 
After the civil rights workers were beaten 
and shot, their bodies were buried in a dam 
under construction at a nearby farm. The 
bodies later were uncovered by the FB I, ap­ 
parently with the help of an informer. 


That so many individuals could be in­ 
volved and that information on the act could 
be so carefully protected by the community 
as to require more than five months of inten­ 
sive F B I probing, is nothing short of frighten­ 
ing. 
In an atmosphere of this nature, it is diffl- 
cult to see how the accused could be convicted 
by a local jury. It is even questionable 
whether any of the 21 men will be charged 
with the real crime involved, that of murder. 
Murder is a state offense and charges must 
be brought by state or local authorities. The 
F B I has no jurisdiction to file such charges. 
Thus the only complaint that can be 
brought by the F B I is violation of the federal 
civil rights law by injuring and oppressing the 
three civil rights workers “ in the free exercise 
and enjoyment of rights secured to them by 
the constitution and laws of the United 
States.” 
Because of the assumed impossibility of 
ever convicting a white man in Mississippi 
of a crime against a Negro or against civil 
rights workers, the men will be judged guilty 
regardless of the judicial decision. This is one 
of the tragedies of the breakdown of justice. 


The real perpetrator of the crime 
a 
public attitude that will condone, shield 
and even encourage such a mass-com­ 
mitted atrocity — already stands convicted 
in the national court of public opinion.

The Skeleto n in Wa shing to n’s Clo set 


The Senate investigation of the operations 
of Bobby Baker earlier in the year left Ameri­ 
cans with an uneasy feeling that there was 
•omething rotten, not in Denmark, but in 
Washington. 


It was this feeling that carried over 
toto the campaign, leaving many voters 
w i th w hat they considered a poor choice of 
candidates. 


He related that Baker said he hoped that 
if McCloskey’s firm bid successfuUy on the 
D.C. Stadium contract, McCloskey would give 
Reynolds’ firm some of the insurance business 
for the project, and it did. 
It can hardly be said that the Senate com­ 
mittee is working as a team. The Republicans, 
among whom Nebraska’s Sen. Carl Curtis is 
prominent, have called Reynolds as a material 
witness. 


The choice became one of ideology and 
it was on this issue that the Democrats won. 
This does not relieve them from accountability 
to the people. They lost when honesty in gov­ 
ernment was the major issue in 1952. 
Even if it is granted that there is a polit­ 
ical atmosphere in the resumed hearings in 
th e Baker case, the people are getting less than 
straight-forward answers. In fact from Baker 
th e committee is getting no answers. 
He refused 46 times to answer questions. 
Invoking his constitutional protection against 
possible self-incrimination. Don B. Reynolds, 
an insurance man testified that $25,000 of a 
135,000 overpayment by contractor Matthew 
M. McCloskey, was really a political pay-off to 
the 1960 Kennedy-Johnson campaign fund. 


The Democratic majority which hired the 
committee counsel, Lennox P. McLendon, is 
taking a different tack. McLendon constantly 
quarreled with Reynolds but as one reporter 
stated it, he was genial, smiling and gentle 
in his questioning of McCloskey and accepted 
his views without quibbling. 
The Baker case has refused to die. It was 
thought for a while that it had been white­ 
washed and buried. But in the dying days of 
the last Congress it was revived for another 
round. 
The purpose of any Senate investigation is 
to lay groundwork for needed legislation. That 
need was established by the last Baker go- 
round, but the Senate wasn’t exactly in the 
mood for any sweeping reform. 


McCloskey admits that there was such 
an overpayment but attributed it to a 
“ goof* by a member of his staff. McClos­ 
key, former ambassador to Ireland and 
onetime treasurer of the Democratic Na­ 
tional Committee, admitted that he had 
met with Baker and Reynolds. 


If the second round succeeds in forc­ 
ing some tightening of rules and regula­ 
tions of conflict of interest of congress­ 
men and congressional employes, it will 
have served a good purpose. If it results 
in revealing the truth and in initiating 
prosecution, if there is guilt, it will be a 
modern wonder.

amounts owed by Russia were 
spent by the U.N. in an at­ 
tempt to defeat the objectives 
of Moscow’s expenditures of 
probably a billion dollars a 
year in carrying on revolu­ 
tionary movements on nearly 
every continent. 
'The dispute over the payment of U.N. 
“ dues” is a technical one. The Soviet Union 
has been keeping up with its regular dues but 
refuses to pay certain special “ assessments” 
which have been levied in connection with the 
expenses incurred by the United Nations in 
trying to maintain peace in the Congo, the 
Middle East and other areas.

repel an invasion, the Soviet Union took it 
upon itself to furnish arms and ammunition 
to the Red Chinese to carry on their invasion 
of Korea. No action was ever taken by the 
United Nations to expel the Soviet Union from 
the Security Council because of this act of trea­ 
son to the organization.

The situation remains unchanged. The So­ 
viets still are engaged in a world-wide revolu­ 
tionary movement which constitutes treason 
against the United Nations itself. The Com­ 
munists are furnishing arms and supplies and 
stationing their agents in various countries 
in Latin America and Asia, as well as in 
Africa, all with the avowed purpose of stirring 
up trouble and overthrowing constituted gov­ 
ernments. The United Nations for several 
years now has remained silent on this viola­ 
tion of its charter. Even the United States has 
not denounced such activity in explicit terms. 
Nor has it called upon the United Nations to 
obtain respect by the Soviet Union for the 
principles of the U.N. charter, which abounds 
in phrases about maintaining peace and re­ 
specting the sovereignty of member nations. 


Act o f Trea so n 


The Soviet Union contends that it did not 
vote for such projects and is not obligated 
under the charter of the U.N. to pay for them. 
An “ advisory'” opinion obtained from the In­ 
ternational Court of Justice declared that 
“ assessments” for U.N. forces should be con­ 
sidered as obligatory dues. While this tends to 
uphold the concept that all assessments must 
he paid if a member is to be permitted to con­ 
tinue to vote in the General Assembly, the fact 
remains that there is no specific obligation on 
this point set forth in the charter of the organi­ 
zation itself. 


Fa ce Up to Fa cts 


The Soviet Union owes the U.N. approxi­ 
mately $52.6 million, which is mostly in “ as­ 
sessments” for its share of the peace-keeping 
expenses in the Mideast and Africa. But this is 
a relatively small sum compared to the heavy 
expenditures by the Communists in their 
revolutionary activities. 


Proposals have been advanced recently 
that the Security Council of the U.N. should 
have a voice in approving or disapproving the 
special assessments, but even in 1% 0, when 
same council called upon the various 


It is the irresoluteness of the western na­ 
tions and the failure to face up to the facts 
which are making a sham of the current de­ 
bate over U.N. “ assessments.” For the real 
problem is not related to the mere payment 
of money. It is the attitude of the Soviet and 
Red China governments toward the peace of 
the world which Is the real cause for concern.

Bernd, from a liberal’s point 
of view, draws an interesting hypothesis from 
the recent campaign in an article entitled^ 
“ Did Goldwater Lose?” It is one, however, 
that moderates may find as unpalatable as 
they did some ultra-conservative conclusions. 


He builds a case that Goldwater intended 
“ to lose big.” 


Bernd says, “ It is a mistake to think that 
he (Goldwater) shared the simple dream of 
having all the Liberals in one party and all 
the conservatives in the other. What Gold­ 
water wanted was something much mo r e

impressive—all the people who could be 
trusted to distrust the electoral processes 
solidly with him, and the hell with all the 
rest.” 
He concludes: 
“ I think Goldwater chose to lose big be­ 
cause he understood that he had little chance 
of winning, and, more important, he realized 
that if he did win, he could not govern—he 
could not alter the federal system to serve 
his interests (he said as much during the 
campaign). 
“ What we see, then, is a man playing not 
the game of win the election, but the much 
deadlier game of rule or ruin. Goldwater could 
see what the liberals missed: that the prize 
of election is not the government but the 
strong, monolithic party that can be used to 
blackmail government. 
“ Western money, with its grinding sense 
of inferiority to Eastern money, has found 
the way of making a virtue out of crudity. 
They have chosen the power to threaten and 
bully over the power of due process... 
“ It is an ugly world they live in. but 
we are mistaken if we think it not a possible 
one.” 


Few people who lived through the l a s t 
campaign believed that this is the best 
possible world. The vote showed that mod­ 
erates who would normally vote Republican 
wanted no part of the extremists who had at­ 
tached themselves to Goldwater. Yet it is 
doubtful 
that 
many 
would 
buy 
ail 
of 
Bernd’s hypothesis. 


Bernd’s theories will be of interest to 
many Lincolnites. He was an English instruc­ 
tor at the University of Nebraska a few years 
back. 
He 
made news for his 
scholastic 
achievements and his strong convictions. 
At the time some liberal law college pro­ 
fessors were under attack, he wrote a letter 
to the editor: “ I’ve had about all I can stand 
of Sen. (Ja ck )‘Romans (of Ord). . . The only 
thing that Sen. Romans has demonstrated is 
that the Law School is considerably more care­ 
ful about hiring its faculty than the people of 
Ord are about their legislator.” 


Daniel Bernd now teaches at San Fernan­ 
do Valley State College in California and still 
wields 
a 
powerful 
pen. 
The 
California 
professor would probably be pleased to know 
that the Ord people failed to return Sen. 
Homans to the Legislature in 1962.

Talented 
yo u ngsters mu st be fo u nd, 
tested and tau ght in an at­ 
mo sphere co ndu cive to their 
talents. We need to take the 
ceiling o ff academic achieve­ 
ments and tests, she said. 
— Appraisals. Testing o f 
gifted children sho u ldn’t be 
centered o n aptitu de alo ne 
bu t sho u ld inclu de mo tivatio n, 
interests, emo tio nal matu rity 
and so cial gro wth. 
— Teaching. Gifted children 
need co mpetitio n. They need 
to be trained “to develo p their 
gifted abUities.”

A gifted chUd can 
be stimu lated to t e a c h him­ 
self in many respects.

Total emp lo)rment in Ne­ 
braska for the month of 
October is down 9 ,200 from 
October 1963, according to the 
Nebraska Dep t, of Labor. 
TMs was du e to a sharp 
change in farm emp loyment, 
which was down 12,000. How­ 
ever, oon-agrienKoral wage 
and salary workers added 
4,100 du ring the year and non­ 
farm self-emp loyed workers 
declined 1,300. 
Wh i l e emp loyment was 
down from a year ago, it had 
increased 1 0 ,^ from ¡^p tem- 
ber to October of this year to 
a total of 6^,600 as a resu lt 
of seasonal farm demands. 
All three major emp loy­ 
ment sectors showed materik 
gains over th e 
p reviou s 
month bu t 
farm 
workers 
showed the largest growth of 
abou t 9,000, as estimated by 
the U.S. Dep t, of Agricu ltu re. 
Non - f a r m self-emp loyed 
workers and domestic work­ 
ers increased by 800 and non­ 
farm wage and salary work­ 
ers advanced by 500. 
Changes in the wage and 
salary section were moderate 
from Sep tember to October 
excep t in the constru ction 
and manu factu ring sectors. 
Constru ction 
d ip ^ down­ 
ward seasonally by 700 while 
manu factu ring increased by 
1,500 in the food p rocessing 
su bsector. 
Unemp loyment declined by 
400 to an estimated 12,600 job­ 
seekers which is exp ected to 
be the yearly low. This figu re 
was still 800 below the total 
registered in October of 1963. 
The ratio of u nemp loyed to 
the labor force drop p ed from 
2.1% in Sep tember, the same 
as October 1963, to 2% in Oc­ 
tober of this year. 
Total emp loyment in Lin­ 
coln was estimated at 73,150, 
abou t 600 over the p reviou s 
month and 2,500 over October, 
1963. Agricu ltu ral emp loyment 
totaled 250 more than in Sep ­ 
tember bu t lagged 250 below 
the level of one year ago. 
Unemp loyment registered an 
increase of 150 du ring the 
month.

Vance reasoned that if an 
allowance is given the oil 
Indu stry for dep letion of re­ 
serves, the farmer who p ro­ 
du ces food is entitled to 
some assistance in keep ing 
his land from dep leting to 
where it wou ld endanger fu ­ 
tu re generations having a 
food su p p ly. 
“T h e 
average 
farmer 
cou ld not afford to carry 
ou t the conservation re­ 
qu ired if he had to p ay the 
whole bill. By cost-sharing 
with the farmer he matches 
his dollars with the govern­ 
ment in the develop ment 
and p rotection of resou rces 
vital to the entire p op u la­ 
tion,” said Vance.

years for a license so they 
can be examined for health 
and knowledge of highway 
laws. 
Not Each Time 
A driving test, he said, fs 
not necessary each time, u n­ 
less the p erson’s driving rec­ 
ord warranted it. 
He also su ggested that li­ 
censes become du e on the in­ 
dividu al’s birthday, becau se 
at p resent it takes 14 months 
for the Motor Vehicle Dep t, to 
p rocess new licenses. Du ring 
this time, he noted, the de­ 
p artment doesn’t have a com­ 
p lete record on drivers. 
At p resent, he noted, a p er­ 
son admitted to a state men­ 
tal hosp ital loses his license 
u ntil the institu tion signs a 
statement 
of 
comp etency. 
However, a p erson admitted 
to a p rivate mental institu ­ 
tion any nu mber of times can 
keep his license. 
Ryan said fou r drivers in 
Nebraska have valid licenses 
while receiving aid to blind 
fu nds. Two, he said, have had 
accidents in the p ast year— 
one was involved in three ac­ 
cidents.

Twenty -three y ears ago 
Mo nday , Dec. 7, the Japa­ 
nese destro y ed the bulk o f 
American nav al strength in 
the PaciBc with a sneak at­ 
tack o n the tho ught-to -be 
I m p r e gn a b l e fo rtress 
—Pearl Harbo r. Histo ry re­ 
co rds it as the Day o f In­ 
famy . 
On that Sunday mo rning 
In IMl Oie U.S. Nav y lo st 
three times as many men 
as it lo st in two prev io us 
wars, the Spanish American 
and Wo rld War I. A to tal o f 
2,SSS American serv icemen 
died as 3SS Japanese plmes 
lero ed in o n Pearl Harbo r, 
damaging o r destro y ing 18 
o f 48 warships, and demo l­ 
ishing almo st 400 military 
aircraft o n the island’s air 
bases. 
In 1940 the United States 
Congress prohibited the 
sale of raw materials to any 
ag^essor nation. 
J a pa n, 
which had pu rchased oil 
from the U.S. for her mili­ 
tary aggression in Manchu r­ 
ia, d ecid ed the U.S. Nav y ’s 
’’backbone,” the eight bat­ 
tleships at Pearl Harbor, 
represented too mu ch of a 
threat so therefore 
w ou l d 
hav e to be eliminated be­ 
fore oil from the 
D u t c h 
East Ind ies cou ld be ob­ 
tained . 


3 3 -Ship Fo rce 
A 33-ship Japanese task 
force, inclu d ing six brand 
new aircraft carriers, ren­ 
d ezv ou sed 200 miles north­ 


east of Hawaii where they 
lau nched d iv e bombers, tor­ 
ped o bombers and high-lev el 
bombers. 
Early that morning a Jap­ 
anese mid get su bmarine 
was su nk by the Destroy er 
Ward as it attempted to 
follow the ship into ^ r t and 
two hou rs later, at 7:5 5 
a.m., the fgirst bombs fell. 
Prime target was ” Bat- 
tleship Ro w,” nex t to Fo rd 
Island, where were mo o red 
(h e battleships Califo rnia 
Mary land, Oklaho ma, West 
Virginia, Tennessee, Ari­ 
zo na and Nev ada. The Japa­ 
nese sco red 19 direct to r­ 
pedo hits o n these ships. 
The Califoriiia was the 
first target and althou gh her 
crew spent three d ay s in re­ 
pairing the d amage the Cal­ 
ifornia sank on Dec. 10. 
The Mary land and Tennes­ 
see were protected f r om 
torped o attack becau se they 
were nex t to the shore and 


the Oklahoma and West Vir­ 
ginia were berthed nex t to 
them. 
Fiv e To ppedo e» 
The Oklahoma, hit by fiv e 
torped oes in as many min­ 
u tes, tu rned tu rtle and sank 
with her masts in the mu d . 
The West Virginia 
a l s o 
sank bu t was later refloat­ 
ed and repaired . Oklahoma 
was also refloated bu t was 
bey ond repair. 
Nex t was the 
Arizo na. 
Hit sev eral times by bo mbs 


and to rpedo es Hie ArlMa 
leaped into the air after a 
Ore in the fuel sto rage area 
bro ke into the Mack po wder 
magazines and ex f^o ded. 
The ship split in two and 
sank hi nine minntes. 
Of 1,550 men on board the 
Arizona that morning more 
than 1,100 are still entombed 
in the hu lk. 
Last in the line was the 
Nev ad a which, becau se two 
of l^r boilers were in oper­ 
ation, attempted to m ov e 
d own the channel and ou t to 
sea. The Japanese bombed 
her sev eral times and she 
started to sink. Nev ad a was 
ord ered beached so as not 
to sink in the entrance and 
block all traffic. 
Utah Bo mbed 
Two ot he r battleships 
were also in port that morn­ 
ing and one still remains 
there. The Utah had been 
d ecommissioned and he r 


su perstru ctu re remov ed so 
that the ship cou ld be a tar­ 
get for ou r pilots to i» rac- 
tice bombing with 
sand­ 
bags. 
To the Japanese the Utah 
looked like an aircraft car- 
carrier — one was origi­ 
nally sched u led to be there 
that morning—so the bomb­ 
ers d estroy ed the ship. Fif­ 
ty -eight men are entombed 
in the Utah. 
The Pacific Fleet flag­ 
ship, (he Pensy hrairia, was 
in dry deck (hat mo rning 
with (we destro y ers, Cassin 
and Do wnes. Tte battle­ 
ship was partially damaged 
but the two destro y ers were 
destro y ed. 
Japanese losses that morn­ 
ing amou nted to 29 planes, 
55 airmen and nine crew- 
members of mid get su bma­ 
rines. Howev er, by the close 
of the war 32 of the 33 at­ 
tacking ships were sent to 
the bottom of the sea.

The swimming and div ing 
champ ionship s, 
both men’s 
and women’s, are scheduled 
for July . TTie country ’s out­ 
standing 
male and female 
swimmers, including Oly mp ic 
and Pan-American G a m e s 
champ ions, 
will be rep re­ 
sented. 
Dr. Harold Henning, men’s 
swimming chairman for the 
national AAU, p ointed o ut 
Friday that more than 400 
athletes will be comp eting at 
Woods Park Memorial Pool 
for national ttttes in 35 swim­ 
ming and div ing ev ents. 
’The AAU broke p recedent 
by awarding the meets to Lin­ 
coln two y ears in adv ance. 
'The city ’s central location, its
